The police meantime had used their clubs 
to such effect that many of the rioters were 
laid ow. Patrol wagons were loaded with 
prisonersand quickly sent to the nearest 
station. 

Many of tub men threw stones and other 

erbse at the biue coats from the vantage 
ground of Abbey Street bridge. They were 
forced away, however, and ran like sheep, 
making Occasional stands of resistance. 

While a part of the mob were fighting the 
police at Faulhaber’s, others made an un- 
successful attempt to hold up a mail train on 
the Nickel Plate road as it passed that point.

The ordinance granting this fran- 
chise is still ia power and hence the Under- 
ground company have a right to demand the 
approval of the Board and the Board cannot 
refuse.

Arraigned for Violation ot Statutes of 
the United States. 


ADMITTED TO BAIL AND THE TRIAL SET 
FOR NEXT FRIDAY. 


Populist Members of Congress Come For- 
ward to Defend the Oommonwealers— 
An Imposing Array of Counsel — The 
General in No Way Disheartened by 
the Situation-—- Hew He Looks and 
Talke—What His Army Has Endured 
in Its Long March. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—Jacob Seshler 
Coxey, the chief of the Commonweal Army, 
is under arrest, and the three leaders of the 
movement which culminated at the Capitol 
grounds yesterday, each wjll have to answer 
to the courts for the parts they took in yes- 
terday’s disturbance. The trial of Car) 
Browne of Everywhere, Christopher Colum- 
bus Jones of Philadelphia, and Gen. Coxey of 
Massilion, O., has been postponed until! 
Friday, They will be arraigned on that day 
before Judge Miller in the Police Court. 
The charge against them will be violation of 
United States statutes. The arrest of Coxey. 
took place to-day in the Police Court, on 
information flled against him last night. The 
three men have a considerable array of Pop- 
ulist lawyers to defend them, their counsel 
including Representatives Lafayette Pence of 
Colorado, Baker of Kansas, Kemm of 
Nebraska, Boen of Minnesota and Adjt.-Gen. 
Tarsney of Colorado, a brother of Repre- 
sentative Tarsney of Missouri. Counssl asked 
that $500 in cash be accepted in lieu of real es- 
tate dall for Coxey’s appearanpe, but the 
Judge refused to accept it. 

There was a crowd of curious people sur- 
rounding the District Court in expectation 
ofthe trial of Browneand Jones, and it was 
disappointed at the postponement of their 
cases until next Friday. The crowd likewise 
was disappointed at its failure to gain admit- 
tance to the court-room to view the proceed- 
ings, only those persons who could give some 
goodreason for their presence being ad- 
mitted. 

Among the earliest arrivals at the court 
were Coxey, Browne and Jones. They were 
soon joined by four Populist members of 
Congress, Lafe Pence of Colorado, William 
Baker, Halder E. Boen and W. H. Kemm,and 
Adjt.-Gen. Tarsney, who offered their ser- 
vices as counsel, 

Marshal Carl Browne was attired in his 
buckskin suitand the party engaged iu con. 
sultation until Judge Miller ascended to the 
bench, when Browne and Jones walked de- 
hind the railing into the prisoners lnclosure, 
accom panied by Coxey. 

Several minor cases were first disposed of.

COXEY MADE A PRISONER.

Jacob S. Coxey is in court, and, after an in- 
vestigation last night, I have thought my- 
self warranted in filing an information. I 
have madé out a warrant, but if he is willing 
to submit I do not care to have it served 
upon him. 

This was a surprise, and Coxey spoke up: 
I'm dere and ready. 

Then he stepped forward to the bar and 
Attorney Samuel Hyman said: ‘‘First, we 
ask whether all of the informations have 
been filed that the Government intends to 
make out.

FINALLY PAID THEIR WAY ON THE 
CARR STRERT FERRY. 


Had the Money but Wanted to Get Across 
the River Free of Charge—-Aid Was 
Asked of the Mayor, but Not Given— 


what From Undue Enthusiasm—The 
army Crossed the River 801 strong. 


Bright and early this morning the Com- 
monwealers of Gen. J. K. Morrison, filled 
with their morning meal and a plentiful sup - 
of surface courage, began gathering at 
Centrat Turner Hall, on Tenth street, pre- 
paratory to their march to Washington. By 
io o’clock the gymnasium of the hall was 
packed and jammed with a motley crowd. 
Altogether there must have been 
500 or 60 men and the hopes of 
the Coxeyites ran high that they would be 
able to lead an imposing host aeross the big 
bridge. The ten days’ work put in by ex- 
Gon. Meyer and his successor looked to have 
vorne fruit, but they were doomed to some 
what ofa disappotatment. 

Gen, Morrison immediately upon his ar- 
rival mounted a chairand addressed the as- 
sgembled muititude upon the order of forma 
tion. The General’s words were slightly un- 
intelligible at times, and his tenure on the 
chair rather uncertain ewing to previou- 
consumption of alcoholic stimulants. 

The pian as laid down by the General was 
to form the body into groups of ten men 
each, to be called communes and designated 
by the letters of the alphabet. Those ambi- 
tious to become leaders immediately began 
hustling for companies. In the meantime, 
the white caps presented to the army by a 
local clothing house were distributed to the 
men, : 

WORK OF ORGANIZATION, 

Finally the work of organization began in 
earnest. 

Commune ‘A’ come forward, yelled the 
General, steadying himself for the effort, 
and Capt. Longsford repeated the order. 

About forty men pusfied forward but ten were 
chosen. The Captain gave his name and they 
were marched out onto the sidewalk. 

Then Commune B was called and soon 


down the line. Gen. Morrison, as the work 
progressed, became attimes slightly mixed 
as to his aiptabet, occasionally his tongue 
absolutely refused to obey orders.

It was 11:30 o’clock before all the com- 
munes Were formed. There wers twenty-one 
of them, showing that there were just 210 
meninthearmy, not counting the officers, 
or close on to 250 in all. It also then ap- 
peared that at least haif the crowd in the 
hall were mere onlookers. 

Having got his army into line and on the 
street, the General concluded to make a few 
more remarks which were to the effect that 
they were not bums or ho-bos, but honest 
American citizens out of work, and to tell 
the truth, the «reat majority of thé men 
looked to be what he represented. 

Ao individual witb a straw hat on his 
head and an anarchistic physiognomy inter- 
rupted the speaker at this point with a 
violent denunciation of the press of the city 
in anticipation of the hard names which 
would be hurled at the arny as soon as it had 
left the city. The speech closed, when severa! 
of the army told the excited individual to 
shut up. 

MORRISON’S OFFICERS. 

During Gen. Morrison's remarks he named 
the following men as the officers of the army:

CLEVELAND, O., May 2.—The annual report 
of the directors of the New York, Chicago &

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Troops Cut to Pieces by 


Crafty Yaquis. 


of the Column Either Killed 
Outright or Wounded. 


GAUGHT IN A CANYON AND CRUSHED 
3 WITH HUGE STONES. 


Tne Indians Were Concealed in the Cliffs 
Which Towered 1,500 Feet Above— 
The First Greeting of the Enemy Was 
Huge Masses of Rock Hurled Down- 
ward—Return Fire Without Effect— 
Confusion and Retreat. 


BAN Dreco, Cal., May 2.—The Yaquis have 
ohce more been victorious in their war- 
fare with the Mexican soldiers. Again the 
wily Indians have ambushed the forces 
sent against them. A day or two ago a state- 
ment was published that two companies of 
Mexican troops stationed at Ensada bad 
been ordered to Guayamas, Sonora, on 
the Gulf of California for immediate duty. 
At the time it was thought to be an 
ordinary and unimportant transfer of sol- 
diers, but the report which now comes indi- 
rectly fromthe Mexican officers at Ensada 
gives that movement a most sensational 
aspect. Ex-Gov. Luis E. Torres, who is now 
General of the Northern and Western De- 
partments of Mexico, has been making an- 
other campaign against the Yaquis in South 
Bonora and Northern Sinolia. He had an 
army of 500 men, and the plan was to dispose 
of the Yaqui question at once and forever. 

GEN. TORRES ALSO DEFKATED. 

President Diaz selected Gen. Torres for this 
work because of his experience and supposed 
ability to accomplish the desired purpose. 
But, like the other commanders who have 
tried it, Torres met the Yaquis, and was de- 
feated. A force composed ot soldiers taken 
from different regiments, accompanied bya 
party of national mflitia in command of a 
lieutenant-Colonel, lately arrived from 
Mexico, were in pursuit of the Yaquisin the“ 
Siere de Bacatet. 

On the afternoon of the fifth day ofthe 
march the trail led the pursuers into a long, 
deep, narrow defile in the Sierra de Bacatet. 
The walls of the canyon were almost pre- 
cipitous, rising toa height in some places of 
over 2,000 feet and covered with brush. 

The command was halted and skirmishers 
pushed forward to uncover any possible am- 
bush. The skirmish line climbed the walls 
and beat the brush as far up as possible with- 
out results, and as the trail was clearly de- 
fined in the sand at the bottom of the canyon, 
the Colonel in command ordered them for- 


ward. 

Half the dangereus locality had been 
traversed with no signs of life or motion 
from the cliffs towering above, and the men 
men were beginning to breathe easter. 

Suddenly huge masses of rocks and boulda- 
ers from thecliff, nearly 1,500 feet above, 
came bounding from wall to wall down 
upon the hemmed-in column, crushing 
horses and riders into shapeless heaps. 

HIGHER ROSE THE WAR CRIES. 

Higher and higher rose the war cries of 
well-armed Yaquis, who now began fring 
volley after volley Gigectiy into the strug- 
giing mass below, where all was confusion. 


Horses dashed through the broken column, 
trampling on the, dead and wounded sol- 
Giers. on writhed and screamed under the 
weight of rocks that had crushed them down 
into theearth. Others sank under the piti- 
less bail of bullets. Others less severely 
wounded and those still unhurt sought the 
bushes on either side and watched with 
cocked rifie some sign of their bloodthirsty 
Toes. 

In such confusion it was impossible for the 
commands of the officers tobe heard, but 
finally the Colonel found a wounded bugler 
with yet life enough to sound a call. 

In a few moments, although still in range 
of those deadly rocks and rifies, those of the 
wounded able to move with assistance were 
started back down the canon, while those 
who were able to offer resistance fred volley 
atter volley at random into the bushes of the 
cliffe and had the satisfaction of occasionally 
seeing a half-naked Yaqu! leap convulsively 
from his hidingplace and come whirling 
down through a thousand feet of space. 

FOUGHT THEIR WAY OUT. i 

As rapidiy as possible the remnant of the 
column fought its way back to open ground, 
where their foe had not dared to follow, and 
aftera brief rest dragged themselves back 
along the route over which they had 
marched so cheerfully the day before. 

The number of killed cannot be accurately 
stated, but out of the column of 500 men it is 
said that at least 200 were either Killeé or 
wounded. 

An additional force of 200 militia has been 
organized in Hermosello and the campaign 
against this party of reds will be pushed 


* rously. 

Torres himself and asmall party of soldiers 
retreated to Guaymas, where, according to 
one version that has reached Ensenada, he 
has been placed under arrest because of his 
failure. Thisis not believed tobe true. At 
any event, all the Mexican troops of Lower 
California, Sonora and Sinaloa are to de 
mobilized at Guaymas and another campaign 
organized against the Yaquis, but whether 
Gen. Torres toiead or not remains to be 


seen. 
SURGEON HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 

It is said that Don Jacob Corda, a young 
doctor, after the encounter in the canyon, 
left a place called La Mesa with a small es- 
cort to attend the wounded, and on passing 


a place called Arenas, fell into an ambush 
prepared by the same party of Yaquis. Ac- 
cording to report he was slain in a most 
cruel manner, the savages Orst faying his 
feet and making him walk, They finally 
lanced him. i

Meeting of the International Confer- 
ence at Egyptian Hall, in London. 


LETTERS OF REGRET FROM SEVERAL 
MEN OF PROMINENCE, . 


Archbishop Walsh Gilad to Enow a Matter 
in Which Ireland Is So Deeply Inter- 
ested Isto Be Discussed— What Other 
Writers Said—Papers Read and Other 
Proceedings. 


LONDON, May 2.—The International Bime- 
tallic Conference, under the auspices of the 
Bimetallic League, was called to order in 
the Egyptian Hall of the Mansion House to- 
day, ex-Lord Mayor Evans presiding. 

The proceedings opened with an address 
by ex-Lord Mayor Evans, after which Prof. 
Nicholson read a paper on the fallin the 
generai level of prices in relation to the ap- 
preciation of gold and the divergence in rela- 


tive value of gold and silver. 

During the afternoon the Rt. Hon. A. J. 
Balfour, the Conservative leader in the 
House of Commons, will make an address. 
which will be followed by a paper by Leonard 
Courtenay, M. P., on The Practicability of 
Maintaining a Ratio Between Gold and Silver 
Under an International Bimetallic Agree- 
— This will be followed dy a discus- 
sion. o 

A banquet will be given this evening to the 
English and foreign members of the confer- 
ence. 

There were about 400 delegates present at 
the opening session to-day, among them be- 
ing Brooks Adams of Boston, Mass.; Mr. 
Vanderburg, President of the Bank of Neth- 
erlands of Amsterdam; Henry Gernuschi of 
Paris, President of the French Bimetallic 
League; David Murray, President of 

South Australian Bimetallic 

Thomas Salt, late President 

Bankers’ Institute; Sir 

Malcolm Fraser, Agent General in London 

for Western Australia; the Rt. Hon. W. Lid- 

Gerdale, ex-Governor of the Bank of En- 

land, and a number of prominent foreign 

and British officers, as Well as many mem- 
bers of Parliament. 

The objectof the Bimetallic League is to 
urge uponthe British Government the ne- 
cessity of co-operation with; other leading 
nations for the establishment of the free 
colnage of gold and silver at a fixed ratio. 

Among the letters of regret was one from 
ArchDishep Walsh of Dublin. The arch- 
bishop said that he was specially glad to see 
the conference discuss that aspect of the 
casein which Ireland was most deeply con- 
cerngd, namely, the ruinous effects of the 
present artificially created dearth of money 
upon husbandry and its interests. Concern- 
ing the currency question generally, the 
Archbishop wrote: 

Jean only say that the experience since a 
year ago will but serve to deepen the convic- 
tion of the irresistible strength of the cause 
of international bimetallism. The practical 
feature of the recent experimental tamper- 
ing with the currency of India ought surely 
to be sufficient to finally check a further 
development of the disastrous»déctrinaire 
policy which has so long held ground in 
England.“ 

The Governor ofthe Bank of France, M. 
Magnin, also sent a letter applauding the 
aims of the conference and saying: 

The silver question imposes itself more 
every day upon financiers. The whole world 
requires its solution in its general interest. 
It is intimately bound up in the commereial 
and industrial prosperity of all nations. 
am a resolute partisan of the rehabilitation 
ofsilver.’’ 

Prof. Francis A. Walker wrote applauding 
the *‘gallant gaining fight for the restoration 
of. silver to its historical place inthe cur- 
rencies of the world, which the Bimetallic 
League is making.’’ 

Presideat Andrews of Brown University, 
Providence, R. I., said: Our cause is mak 
ing 1 progress and we are certain to suc- 
ceed.’’ 

During the discussion which followed the 
reading Of President Nichols’ paper, Dr. 
Arendt, a member of the Prussian Piet, 
clared that bDimetallism was making 
in Germany, and he thought that if an inter- 
national conference was held, it would have 
very different results from the Brussels con- 
ference. 

The feature of the conference was the 
speech of Mz. Balfour. He said that many 
who were suspicious of the double. standard 
and bimetallic system now recognized, in 
view of great impending dangers, that the 
best safeguard is torehabilitate silver as 
one of the great instruments of 
the monetary transactions of the world. 
It was absolutely necessary that the mone- 
tary functions gt silver should be restored if 
business was to be carried on upon a solid 
basis. The diMicuities of an international

ABOUT 1, 000 OPERATORS FAIL TO ENTER 
THE PITS TO-DAY. 


The Mines at Edwardsville ana Mount 
Olive Are Running Despite Efforts of 
Agitators to Have the Men Go Out- 
General Manager Simpson of the Con- 
solidated Interviewed. 


Proceeding to execute their threat to force 
every mine operated for the St. Louis coal 
market to close, the Belleville men went to 
Glen Carbon yesterday afternoon, arriving 
at7o’clock. The body was about 200 strong,

Hollow. The Gien Carbon miners were pre- 
valled upon not to work to-day. They are, 
it is said, nearly 1,000 in number, employes 


of the Madison Coal Co. No violence was used 
or threatened. Sympathy with the Belleville 
men and the general strike was the only 
motive for quitting. They have no griev- 
ances, according to the Madison Coal Co., 
and are content as far as they are con- 
cerned. 

General Manager J. D. Crabbe was at Glen 
Carbon this morning, attending a mass- 
meeting. 

Hopes are entertained that the strike will 
be short-lived. The company’s mimes at 
Edwardsville and Mount Olive are operated 
to-day as usual. Detachments of agitators 
were at both places yesterday and last night. 
Their efforts have been fruitless up to this 
time. Clyde and Gillespie, on the Big Four, 
were also under ure.

MANAGER SIMPSON INTERVIEWED. 

Said General Manager Simpson this morn- 
ing: The situation is practically unchanged.

MISSOURI CROP CONDITIONS. 


Serious Recent Damage and Most 
Vegetation Looking Well. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 2.—The week ending 
Saturday, April 28, opened with temperature 
considerably below the normal, and frost 
occurred in nearly all sections of the State 
on the morning of the 22d, but no serious 
damage resulted. Throughout the week, 
however, the temperature rose steadily, the 
percentage of sunshine was above the aver- 


age, and although the rainfall was deficient 
the conditions were favorable to the growth 
of vegetation and the advancement of farm 
work. Inthe southern seetions of the State 
but little more than a trace of rain fell dur- 
ing the week and only light local showers 
occurred in other sections. The dry weather 
was favorable for n corn planting, 
bat all crops would be much benefited by a 
good rain. 

Wheat continues to look well in most sec- 
tions, though needing rain, especially in the 
northern counties. Chinch bugs are very 
numerous in some counties of the northwest, 
central and southwest sections. 

Oats have improved somewhat, but are 
also in need of rain, and their condition is 
much below the average. 

In most ofthe central and southern coun. 
ties corn planting is well advanced and in 
some localities about finished. The early 
planting is coming up and is generally re- 
ported as looking weil. Some fields are be- 
ing cultivated. In the northern counties 
planting is wellin hand except in the ex- 
treme northern tier, where it has just com- 
menced. More than the average acreage will 
be planted. 

Grasses have made considerable growth 
during the week and stock is being put ona 
fairly good pasture. 

Correspondents in Dade, Cedar, Cass and 
poston Counties report fax in good condi- 

on. 

Potatoes are coming up well in some sec- 
tions, while in others they are reported a 
poor stand. 

Fruittreesarein bloom in the northern 
counties and the prospects are favorabie for 
a good crop, except of peaches. In the 
central and southern counties prospects 
vary from a fair erop in some sections to al- 
most nothing in others. Peaches are about 
all killed by the cold weather during January 
and March.

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THE OHIO ELECTION, 


If McKinley had not carried the three 
counties comprising the Third Ohio Con- 
gressional District by a plurality of 560, 
and if the Republicans had not made a 
special tariff fight in the campaign, the 
election of Sorg yesterday by a majority of 
2,800 would have little significance. 

The district has been regarded as solidly 
Democratic. The late Congressman Houk 
carried it in the last election by a plurality 
of 4,300 and a majority of 2,780. But the 
situation in the district and the course of 
the Republicans give significance to the re- 
sult of this election as a notable Demo- 
cratic victory. 

The fact that McKinley had carried thé 
district was seized.upon by the Republi- 
cans as an evidence of a great popular re- 
action against the Democratic policy of 
tariffreform, The district was held up as 
a proof of popular condemnation of 
the Democratic programme. The fact that 
it is a strong manufacturing district was 
used to emphasize the alleged revolt of the 
workingman against tariff reduction. 

The Republicans have attempted to 
hedge within the past few days, but they 
cannot evade the logic of the result. The 
fight was made on national issues and 
especially on the tariff and 
the Wilson bill, and the Repub- 
cans have been overwhelmingly defeated. 
The showing of the Democrats is notably 
fine. Houk’s majority was gained in a tidal 
year, but in this off year of disaster Sorg’s 
majority is little over 500 less than 
Houk’s and is nearly 1,800 votes greater 
than McKinley’s plurality. 

The result means, if it means anything, 
that although the people may not be 
wholly pleased with the course of the 
Democratic party in Washington they 
greatly prefer the Democratic attempt at 
reform to Republican subserviency to 
plutocracy and rascality. It is an indorse- 
ment of the platform upon which the 
Democracy swept the country in 1892, and 
the falling off of the Democratic vote may be 
taken asevidence of dissatisfaction with 
the party for yielding to the influences 
which wrecked the Republican party.

In his message to Congress in 1888, Presi- 
dent Cleveland wrote: 

Communism is a hatefulthingand a men- 
ace to peace and organized government. 
Bat the communism of combined wealth and 
capital, the outgrowth of overweening cu- 
plaity and selfishness, which insidiously un- 
dermines the justice and integrity of free in- 
stitutions, is not less dangerous than the 
communism of oppressed poverty and toll, 
which, exasperated by injustice and discon- 
tent, attacks with wild disorder the citadel 
of rule. 
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The two kinds of oomm unism here men- 
tioned are now represented in Washing- 
ton. The agents of ‘‘combined wealth 
and capital, the outgrowth of overweening 
cupidity and selfishness’’ are assembled in 
force. The Sugar Trust, the Pacific rail- 
road thieves, the protected manufacturers 
and miners to whom hasj been given a 
share of the taxing power, are quietly, 
stealthily at work in committee rooms, on 
the floor of Congress and in the 
private offices of Cabinet Ministers, get- 
ting more bounties, more concessions of 
special privileges which will enable them 
to make still more additions to their un- 
earned wealth. On the other hand are the 
agents of ‘‘oppressed poverty and toil ex- 
asperated by injustice’’ threatening to 
**attack with wild disorder the citadel of 
rule. These latter do not ask 
for more wealth; they ask for relief 
from a poverty not of their making. 
They are all paupers, dependents upon 
others for the satisfaction of their desires. 
The rich pauper demands wealth and lux- 
uryand gets whathe wants, His poor 
counterpart asks for bread and gets a blow 
from a policeman’s billy. 

Both demands are unreasonable absurd 
and contrary to the spirit of American in- 
stitutions, but the communism of pov- 
erty cannot be expected to keep silent 
while the communism of great wealth 
waxes faton Government bounties. But 
one cannot logically or justly be denied its 


man’e billy. If he had had good sense he 
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claim without denying the other also. 
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Mayor Walbridge could no doubt give 
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8 Goodlett claims that in having 
three pupils of the Lincoln School arrested 
for injuring school property he was acting 
in accordance with a rule of the Building 
Committee and the instructions of his su- 
periors.

They were re- 
leased from the holdover and the cases 
against them have been dropped. 

Ifthe property of the schoolsis to be 
protected from defacement by the criminal 
punishment of pupils the work must be 
thoroughly done. If conviction and pun- 
ishment do not follow arrest the whole 
proceeding is an outrageous farce and 
brings the rule into contempt. 

Failure on the part of Goodlett to prose- 
cute these little boysisan admission that 
their arrest was illegal or his evidence is 
insufficient or that he dare not obey his 
instructions, 

Failure on the part of the School Board 
to force the prosecution of the arrested 
pupils is an admission that Goodlett blun- 
dered, or that the Building Committee’s 
rule as applied to school pupils and the 
instructions of President Brockman and 
Chairman Holthaus are so unwise and in- 
human thatit is afraid to carry them out. 

There is no escape from confession except 
in prosecution. Common justice demands 
that acase be made against the arrested 
school children and they be punished or 
cleared,

The armor-plate scandal grows. More and 
more facts are coming to light from different 
quarters that lend cumulative force to the 
original disclosures. 

On Wednesday Tun Wontp made public 
the startling story of Oliver C. Coon of Me- 
Keesport, implicating the Sterling Bros., 
manufacturers ot projectiles near that place, 
in a conspiracy with the manufacturers of 
ar mor- plate at Bethlehem to supply brittle 
balls for testing their plates. On Friday the 
report that the Carnegie firm had been in the 
habit of doctoring with aluminum the plates 
to be used for testing their work was pub- 
lished, 

These and other reports may be true in all 
particulars, or they may not. It has not es 
caped the attention of readers that they 
hang together in a remarkable way. They 
are not anonymous. They are not vague and 
cloudy, but specific. They are not prepared 
for the new Spapers, but in nearly every in- 
stance for the Secretary of the Navy.

Intrinsic Value and Money Value. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatoh: 

Having addressed a respectful communica- 
tion tothe Republic a few days ago which it 
criticised editorially while at the same time 
it withheld my article from publication— 


thus wholly get me of fair play-—I ad- 
dressed to it the following communication 
with the request to give me an equal oppor- 
tunity with itself before the public, so far as 
related to the matter subjected by it to criti- 
cism. As it has declined to grant the re- 
quest I am forced to appeal to the courtesy 
of some other journal forthe opportunity to 
vindicate myself against the incorrect inter- 
pretations and interferences which it gave 
publicity to. The following is the article it 
has just declined to publish: 


To the Editor of the Republic: 


Inasmuch as my communication on the 
question of the ratio between goid and silver 
was Geemed by you to be of sufficient im- 
portance to regeive editorial consideration 
and criticism, gd especially as the criticism 
was a demurrer, I regret that in the spirit 
of fair play y id not give the cOmmunita- 
tion space in yourcolumns so that those of 
your readers who may be interested in the. 
subject might have had the opportunity to 
know the ground of my inquiry, to judge for 
themselves of the merits of my suggestions 
and to avoid inferences which might do me 
injustice. If you will therefore grant me the 
space now I will produce the most substan- 
tial reasons for having respectfully asked 
you to explain why you say there Is no ratio. 
With your permission I propose to show 
that, so far as my inguiries might correctly 
be construed into expressions of belief in 
certain theories relatin to monetary 
of some of the 
—— informed men in this and other coun- 
tries. 

But as what I had to say was not published 
by you, permit me torecapitulate its sub- 
stance. I asked if it is not a fact that a really 
practical and not nominal ratio between sil- 
vor and gold coin, of 16 tol in the United 
States, and 154g tol in France, is in Operation 
by legislative enactment—that the Govern- 
ment of each of these countries creates its 
own money and presumes to establish and 
has in fact effectively established and in op- 
eration now aratio between gold and silver 
coin. It was falr to assume, froma further 
inquiry, that I held that the use of the 
money metals as money, the fiat of 
the Government, and its attesting stamp 
upon the coined metal, are what 
give it three-fourths] or nine-tenths of its 
value. If this be not 80, I askea, how could 
it be that millions of ounces of stamped 
silver in the form of dollars are circulating 
currently with gold atthe ratio of 16 to 1 as 
legal tender and exchanging at double the 
value of the unstamped ounces of silver? 

Instead of differing agrees with you that 
the metal in the silver dollar’’ „ „ has 
no more to do with the unit of value or 
* than the paper in the S 
Neither has the metal in the gold dollar. The 
unit of value is the dollar—gold, silver 
or paper—and the number of units out (that 
is the supply) 929822 with the demand, 
regulates their value and makes the standard 
of vaiue, and the standard of value fixes 
prices. Ialso agree that the silver doilars 
do not circulate concurrently with gold on 
account ofthe value of the silver,’’ under- 
standing that you mean here silver metal con- 
tained intbe coin. But wedo not seem to 
agree that they do circulate at a real and not 
fanciful ratio of 16 to iin spite of this dis- 
crepancy of value between uncoined and 
coined silver; northat the value ofa silver 
dollar is the same as that of a gold dollar, 
and that there therefore is a ratio of 16101, 

You base yourassertions that there is no 
ratio on the assumption that the sliver 
dollar isnot now ‘‘circulating on its own 
intrinsic value,’’ which implies that it has 
intrinsic value. There is no such thing as 
intrinsic value in money. Therefore a ratio 
is not dependent on intrinsic value of the 
silver dollar. Political economists generally 
agree upon this point. 

John Stuart Miu says: The word valve, 
when used without adjuncts, always means 
in political economy, value in exchange.’’ 
Assuming that there is such a thing 
as sentimental value, as in heirlooms, 
the Columbian souvenir half-doliars, antique 
coins, etc., it does not apply to money 
whose value is utilitarian or value in use, 
which includes value in exchange. John 
Stuart Milisays: There cannot be intrin- 
Ssically a more Insignificant thing in the 
economy of society than money.“ Jevons 
says: There is no such thingas intrinsic 
value. * * Value, Ike utility, is no in- 
trinsic quality ot a thing. Gen. Francis A. 
Walker says: ‘‘Value arises wholly out of re- 
lations which exist between things, | ene 
not from any property or so-called intrinsic 
value of the things. Senator John P. Jones 
says: ‘‘I wholly deny the-existence of in- 
trinsic value, whether in goid or any other 
object."’ Prof. A. L. Perry, a champion of 
the gold standard, like Jevons, admits that 
there is no intrinsic value in gold, and hence 
none in silver. Ricardo says that, by limit- 
ing the quantity of uncovered paper money 
Its value in exchange is as great as that o 
anequal denomination of coin or of bullion 
in that coin.

preciate in value. I assume that, without 
pledge, and with all of our $600,000,000, more 
or less, of gold drawn out or sent out of the 
country, both the remaining silver and the 
paper dollars would appreciate in value 
or purchasing power. In this view 
I have the support of these economists. 
No one will question that those I have cited 
are of the highest order. They are well 
informed men, and I believe with them aud 
many others in these enunciations of facts 
and principles. If these enunciations 
are true, it follows that neither disparity be- 
tween the ratios of the two kinds of bullion 
onthe one hand and of the coins on the 
other, nor intrinsic vaine—as the latter has 
no existence—can be argued as evidence that 
there is no ratio; and you have offered 
no other argument or evidence but 
these to substantiate your assertions. On 
the other hand I point to erroneous premises 
(erroneous, acording to the eminent 
authorities I have named) which seem to 
have misled to an equally erroneous 
conclusion. I point also tothe indisputable 
proof that yon hag te possesses when he ex- 
changes his silver dollars for gold dollars or 
other property at par, that there is a ratio, 
real and not imaginary, and that it is neither 
more nor less than 16 to 1. 

Asa sincere advocate of bimetallism on 
equalterms for gold and silver itonly ro- 
mains for me to say that I yield to no one in 
the extent of the detestation I feel for any 
men who would ‘‘pervert the truths of fact“ 
relating to bimetalliism or anything else. 
And I give you, notwithstanding your ideas 
concerning intrinsic value, money use, 
money value, etc., credit forthe same sin- 
cerity in these ideas thatIclaimfor myself 
in giving expression to my own.

This Relates to Foreclosure of tde United 
States Lien Whenever There Shall be 
Default of Obligation by the Company 
—Full Text of the Section—Washing- 
ton News. | 


WasHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—Representa- 
tive Reilly of Pennsylvania has introduced in 
the House the bill prepared by}the counsel for 
the committee undertaking a reorganization 
of the affairs of the Union Pacific Railway Co. 
Asheretofore stated, the din is the same as 
that prepared by Atty.-Gen. Olney, with the 
exception of the eighth section, which re- 
lates to the foreclosing of the lien of the 
United States whenever there is a default in 
respect to any obligation or condition that 
exists in favor of the United States upon the 
company. The following are the provisions 
of the section in the bill, submitted by the 
counsel covering proceedings of this kind. 

Whenever there isa default in respect of 
any obligation or condition for which any 
liem now exists ia favor of the Government 
upon the property of the company, the At- 
torney-General is authorized to enforce the 
claim and foreclose the lien by sale or other- 
wise, by proceedings inthe Court of Appeals 
in the District of Columbia. 

Any sale to enforcealien of the United 
States is toembrace all the property of the 
company subject thereto wherever situated 
and all the franchises of the company with 
respect to sald property. The property isto 
be sold to the highest bidder, subject to any 
prior lien or ercumbrance thereon and 
for a sum not less than the 
amount of the debtto the Government for 
the payment of the redemption of which the 
lien exists, Including interest to the confir- 
mation of sale. Atsuch salo the Attorney- 
General, if ia his judgment the interests of 
the United States so require, may bid the 
amount of the debt, including interest. In 
case the portions of the railway of the 
company subject to Mens in favor of the 
Government are published at any judicial 
sale forthe satisfaction of any debt of the 
company orforthe enforcement of the lien 
thereon by orin the Interest of persons 
agreeing toa plan of reorganization. con- 
forming tothe provisions of the Dill, such 
persons upon filing in the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury copies of the decrees of 
sale and of confirmation under which such 
purchases are made anda certificate signed 
by a majority of them accepting the pro- 
visions of the bill and specifying the corpo- 
rate name of the reorganized com 
adopted by them and naming fifteen direc- 
tors, who are to directors for the first 
year, shall be acorporation with the same 
powers and franchises that are now pos- 
sessed by the Union Pacific Railroad Co. ; anda 
such corporation, instead of the Union Pa- 
cific Rallway Co., to have all the powers, 
rights and franchises in the Dill in terms 
granted tothe Union Pacific Rallway Co., or 
said reorganized company, including the 
right to exchange fora discharge the claims 
and liens of the United States against the 
company and its property by issue and de- 
livery to the Secretary of the Treasury of 
new bonds of said corporation to the 
amount, and secured in the manner as pro- 
vided in secs. }and2ofthe bill. In case of 
such purchase the property isto be used to 
carry out the plan of reorganization, and is 
to be charged witha trust for the complete 
execution therefor. 

It is provided, however, that if under this 
plan the United States receives bonds of such 
new company in liquidation of its debt the 
President is to appoint five directors of the 
company to serve for thé first year with Ak- 
teen directors named in tbe certificate of 
organization. After the first year the of 
Directors is to consist of fifteen persons 
chosen by the stockholders and of five Gov- 
ernment directors. Any reorganization plan 
adopted wy fag tte = that seven of the di- 
rectors to chosen by the stockholders 
shall be chosen annually by the holders of 
preferred stock, to be issued pursuant to said 
plan, andthe remaining eight directors by 
the holders of the common stock of the com- 
pany. 


AGRICULTURAL APPROPRIATION. 


A Decrease of $142,856 Compared With 
the Last Bill. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—The agricul- 
tural appropriation bill, reported to the 
House by the Committee on Agriculture, ap- 
propriates $8,180,648 for the fiseal year end- 
ing June 20, 1895. Compared with the appro- 
priation forthe department for the present 
fiscal year this is a decrease of $142,856. 

„Very little change, an accompanying 


report says, has been made in the salary 
list. Slightincrease has been made in a few 
offices where the increased duties and re- 
sponsibilities have seemed to warrant such 
change, but a reduction of $33,820 in the ag- 
gregate has been accomplished by a re-ar- 
rangement of the service and by consolida- 
tion of the offices wherever practicable. 
Authority is given to continue investigations 
witha view to extending the demands of 
foreign markets for the agricultural prod- 
ucts of the United States and to continue in- 
quiries asto the best systemof roa 

ing, the same appropriation as last year be- 
ing provided. 

Areduction in the appropriation for the 
weather bureau has been made, amounting 
to 574,277. The decrease is mainly in salaries, 
though contingent and general expenses 
have been considerably reduced without, it 
is hoped, in the least impairing the useful- 
ness and efficiency of this valuabie service.

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THAT IS PERILOUS TO TARIFF 
LEGISLATION. 


And May Result in Nothing Being Aoc- 

a complished at the Present Session— 
Trust Interests Hold the Balance of 
Power in the Senate—Hesitating Fol- 
loy of the Finance Committee. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—The Sugar 
Trust is dominating the tariff situation here, 
and the impression is growing that its real 
Object is to defeat all tariff legislation at this 
Session of Congress, The McKinley law is 
not at all objectionable to the trust. On the 
contrary, its profits under that law have 
been enormous, and naturally tit pro- 
fers a continuation of that statute to any 
new legislation not framed in full compllt- 
ance with its wishes. It is cenfessed here 
that the sugar schedule is the principal 
cause of the delay, and that the trust is to 
Diame is easily established. The first work 
On this schedule was done with the view of 
meeting the wishes of the two 
Louisiana Senators, without whose votes 
the Wilson bill could not be passed. They 
Were indignant at the action of the House in 
repealing the bounty and leaving sugar on 
the free list, and they were loud in their as- 
sertions that they would not vote for the bill 
unless a tax was levied on that article. Ac- 
cordingly a tax was imposed, and while the 
rate was notas high asthey had demanded, 
they accepted it and pledged their support 
to the measure. They have not since 
changed that demand, and they are still 
willing to vote for the bill with the sugar 
echedule as originally fixed by the Finance 
Committee, But the trast has been busy try- 
ing to bring about a change. It complains 

nat the schedule reported by the committee 
is too low. It asks for more liberal protec- 
tion and insists that the schedule or 
the per cent ad valorem, % of 1 cent 
Specific additional on refined, and 1-10 of 
lcent additional on refined sugars imported 
from countries paying an export bounty on 
that article, would meet the case. This is 
the rub, and the trust declares that this 
schedule must be adopted. 

The Democratic members of the Senate F. 
nance Committee are hesitating. The Louts- 
lana Senators meanwhile await the re- 
sult. They are satisfined with what they 
have secured inthe bill. They are reauy to 
vote for the bill as the Finance Committee 
has reported it. Theirs were the votes, too, 
that first indueed the committee to put sugar 
on the dutiable list. The change advocated 
by the trust would not injure the planters, 
and hence if the trust can force it upon the 
Dill the Louisiana Senators will not object. 
In this way. ardto this extent, the interests 
of the trust and the planters are 
identical. The delay growing out of this ac- 
tion ofthe trustis causing the Democratic 
leaders in the Senate noend of trouble, ana 

upshot may be pertiousto the bill. Mr. 
Aldrich bas seized it to fix the impression 
upon the country that an entirely new bil) fs 
in course of preparation, and that now is the 
time for protected industries to come on here 
and secure the hearing at first denied them. 

The scbeme is working. Manufacturers 
from New England, New York and New Jer- 
sey are in town once more, crowding the cor 
ridors of the Oapitoland appealingto Sena- 
tors to assist them to secure changes in 
schedules. There is great pressures to have 
Huties on woolens changed back from ad 
Valorem to specific, and also to have the 
rates increased. Ihese men are most in- 
sistent. They point out totheir Senators 
that if the Louisiana Senators can force 
measures for the industry of that State, as 
much gan be done for the industries in which 
they are interestad. They are urging in ef- 
lect that the Finance Committee ve threat- 
ened withthe loss of votes if the desired 
changes are not made. 

jibe Sugar Trust is viewing this contest 
with a lively sense of satisfaction. It be- 
lieves that it is booked to win whatever the 
result may be. Its real desire is to see the 
Dill so Changed by this pressure as to make 
the friends of revenue reform either indiffer- 
enttoits fate or openly antagonistic to its 
passage. Ihe failure of all tariff legisiation 
would please the trust past all expression, 
for inthat event not only would the Me- 
Kinley lav remain in operation, but the 
Democratic party would be destroyed and 
future negotiation would be conducted with 
Republican leaders. There are only a few 
lbemocratic Senators under the dominion of 
the trust, but they hold the balance of 
power, and they are playing a game now 
that is Calling out some very pungent cr ti- 
cism here. 

wr. Harris, whois in charge of the Wilson 
bill and is anxious to press it toa vote, said to 
the PostT-DISPATCH correspondent that mat- 
ters would be permitted to remain as they 
aie fora few days ionwer. After that, ifthe 
Nepublican leaders show no sign of changing 
their policy, he will move for longer hours 
for the Senate’s session, and in that way 
exhaust the Kepublican cold storage of anti- 
quated tariff speeches.
